THE “KaTE WATERS” TRAGEDY; RELEASE 
OF THE PRISONERS, 


The two men, Tahil and Avat, charged 
with being concerned in the wurder of the 
-Captain-and-_officers-of the Kits-Waters in- 
November, 1878, were again before -the 
Court to-day. 5 

The Captain Superintendent of Police, 
under instructions from H.K.the Governor 
‘tendered opis of the depoiltions taken 
before the Hon W. A, Treader, Consul- 
general for Borneo, on the Stiultimo, 

The prisoners had been realding for 
about twelve months past at Bankoka, 
They arrived there in thrée small boats 
along with the other men wh have been 
already tried forthe murderla question. 
At first they said they had been sbip- 
wrecked but afterwards one man (Joho) 
adtmitted having murdered the Captain. 
The other men were arrested and sent to 
Labuan, three men, Seriman and the two 
prisoners belng allowed to reuain. They 
had during that time obtainel the means 
of Hvelihood by fishing. About two 
months ago the Sheriff of Bantoka ordered 
these three men to be arrestdd and taken 
to Labuan, but while the vesselthey wera in 
was at auchor off the old Fla-staf Point 
Seriman made hia escape duriig the night, 
Tt did not however appear wip the three 
men were not sent on along with the other 
prisoners when they first landed. 

Both prisoners when befor the Consul 
General described the particilara of the 
tragedy—=Tahil being at the wheel 
‘at the time and Awat fs his bunk 
feigning sickness, They had’ both been 
invited by the other men to join in the 
from their 
depositions {t would almost sem that they 
would have been important witnesses 
against the men who have beentried rather 
than that they should be placéi in the dock

umatran ports, A committee appointed 
by the Penang Chamber of Commerce to 
inquire into the grievances of the traders 
has just issued its report, from ‘which it 
would appear that, althouzh the evidence 
forthcoming does not fully justify the 
complaints made and doss not afford proof 
ofa deliberate design on the part of the 
Dutch ‘authorities to transfer the Penang
